Not 
with Whitefield. He received the truth, and u 
it as the Spirit’s sword ; and the thousands slain on 
both continents well proved its claims to divine effi- 
ciency. But what did the Spirit do for him, which 
He is not willin ; 
they will obey His voice, and harden not their 
hearts? True, his natural talents were of the first 
order, but not exclusively so. The distinctive dil- 
ference between him and many others consisted in 
his pre-eminent consecration of what he had. ‘Th 
he did far beyond his equals; and light streamed 
in his pathway, like a moral galaxy. The lower- 
ing clouds of antinomianism broke away before the 
touch of his suasive rod. 

if then we would shield the gospel from the as- 
saults of its enemies, and make it tne object of ad- 
miration to perishing millions, let the moral govern- 
ment of God be represented as suited to the capacity 
and condition of moral agents. Let the law of God 
lay its claims upon every man for that practical 
obedience which its moral worth demands, permit- 
ting none to shield themselves against its claims, 
from the absurd idea of any other inability than 
unwillingness ; for God is not a hard master, requi 
ring what a man hath not, but always simply “ac- 
cording to what a man hath.” Thon shalt love the 
Lord simply with all thy strength, &e. And wo 
unto Zion, when the righteousness of Christ shall 
be made a covert for violating men’s obligations to 
perfect legal obedience, and thus become the minis- 
tration of unrighteousness, and Christ himself the 
minister of sin. 

The ri¢ehteousness of Jesus is not less perfect in 
its character, or less broad in its claims, than the 
righteousness of the law. And while its most feli- 
citous design is to shield the penitent from the con- 
demnatory power of the latter, it is no less a rule 
of life and duty, than the commandment, “ Thou 
}shalt love the Lord with all thy soul, and thy 
as thyself’ Therefore, the seeming 
readiness of some to fall in love with Christ, -:purn- 
ing the claims of the law, as legal and rigid, may 

prove a “bed shorter than that a man may stretch 
himselfon it, and a covering narrower than that 
one may wrap himeelf in it.”

The primary cause of the supposed inefficiency 
of the Spirit’s truth, is probably owing to the facet 
that it is held in unrighteousness, and not in the 
pirit and obedience of faith. And like the evil 
spirit to the seven sons of Sceva, sinners are ready 
to say to unbelieving ministers, that preach the 
truth, perhaps eloquently, “Paul we know, and 
Chri t we know, but who are you?” Unbelieving 
christians failing to see sinners converted under 
their labors, in their seemingly well-directed efforts. 
have been led to ascribe inefficieney to the word of 
God, and folding their arms, let sinners gro to hell 
under the passport of divine sovereiguty. God is 
grieved at their hireling efforts to convert men with 
the truth, without fiith or the Holy Ghost in thei: 
hearts. And he exposes them to shame, as he did 
the sons of Sceva, who, imitating the aposile, caught 
only the form of exorcism, and thought to do execu- 
tiow with it in the devil’s name.

A BAPTIST GENERAL SUNDAY 
SCHOOL UNION, 
Mr. Editor, 

I have for some time past been led to inquire 
Why cannot the Baptists of this country have a 
General Union, to promote the interests of Sunday 
Schools, as well as to promote other good objects ? 
Why should not our energies as a distinct denomi- 
nation, be combined in supporting this cause, as 
well as in sustaining the cause of Foreign Missions, 
and the circulation of Religious Tracts? We have 
our Baptist Triennial Convention, and our Baptist 
General Tract Society ; why not have our Baptist 
General Sunday School Union ? 

So far as my knowledge extends, comparatively 
few of our Sunday Schools are in connexion with 
the American 8. 5. Union; and so far as we depend 
on that Union to furnish books for our Libraries, the 
reading of our children must be carefully guarded 
against every thing that would give them any pre- 
ference for our distinguishing sentiments. I can see 
no benefit resulting trom connexion with the Amer- 
ican Union, to counterbalance the ignorance of our 
children with regard to that part of trath, which, in 
its place, we regard to be of equal importance to any 
other part of the revealed will of God. The things 
revealed, without distinction, ‘ belong to us and our 
children forever.” 

Every one acquainted with human nature, must 
acknowledge that a more intense interest would be 
felt in a General Depository of books under the su- 
pervision of “men of our own coasts,” in whose 
judgment and respect to “all the commandments” 
of Heaven we have entire confidence, than in one, 
the vast majority of whose managers are known to 
regard some things which we believe to be revealed 
for the guidance and benefit of our children, as per- 
fectly non-essential, and even trivial. 

To say nothing of multitudes of Baptists in the 
New England States, it will be long before our 
brethren in the West will be induced to think it best 
| to purchase books published and circulated by the 


American 8. 8. Union. I will not stop to inquire 
whether their prejudices are well founded; but I 
will ask whether it is not best to furnish them with 
books which they will read without prejudice ? 
The Methodists have in substance their separate 

Union; the same may be said of the Episcopalians. 
| They doubtless find an advantage to themselves as 
| distinct denominations, from their separate move- 
ments. The Baptists and Congregationalists in 
| Massachusetts have dissolved their Union, and now 
| goon separately, I have no doubt to the advantage 
of both. 

| I hope the day is not far distant, when we shall 
have a General Society, to which all our State so- 
cieties may be auxiliary; and that as a denomina- 
tion we may be more systematic and more vigorous 
in sustaining this branch of religious instruction, so 
important to the rising generation. 

I am not now prepared to discuss the subject at 
length ; but throw out these hints for the considera- 
tion of Connecticut Baptists.
